Dedication Held, 
Honored Dead 
Is Memoralized 


PHILADELPHIA, Miss. —Lo- 
cated on a red clay country 
road near this much publicized 
Mississippi Town, a new church 
building for Mount Zion Meth- 
odist Church was dedicated here 
last Saturday afternoon, to the 
memory of three young men 
who were brutally murdered 
20 months ago in the cause of 
Civil rights: 

Two hundred Negroes from 
throughout the rural country- 
side in Longdale community of 
Neshoba County, sloshed through 
the rain-soaked hills to worship 
in the new red brick church, 
which was erected at the same 
site where it was set afire by 
white nightriders in June, 1964. 

This was the site Michael 
Schwerner, James E. Chaney 
and Andrew Goodman visited on 
Sunday, June 21, 1964, only 
hours before they met their|- 
death at the hands of a lynching 
mob .and were buried in an 
earthen dam at a farm pond. 

Mr. Schwerner, 21 years old,

“Their death quickened men's | 
conscience and more firmly es- | 
tablished justice, liberty and 
brotherhood in our land” w ad- | 
ded. . | 

In a dedication statement, the 
Rev. Dennis R. Fletcher of Phil- 
adelphia, a member of the Na- 
tional Division òf Methodist 
Church Extension, declared . 

“these men, by their deaths, are 
helping to frée not’ only the 
Negro who is oppressed, but the 
Negro oppressor as well.” 

“Both the oppressor and the 
oppressed need to be freed.
